Vietnam Amnesty 
Plan Sidetracked 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pardon for 
former President Richard M. Nixon 
has brought President Ford mounting 
criticism and has sidetracked a 
Vietnam amnesty plan he was to have 
announced today. 
Ford missed his own deadline for 
announcing terms of conditional 
amnesty for Vi etna rn-era deserters 
and draft evaders because he was 
focusing attention on Nixon’s pardon, 
aides said. 
Now, no time is set for Ford’s am­ 
nesty decision affecting some 50,000 
men. 
The President wants more time to 
consider the complex questions, said 
Deputy Press Secretary John W. 
Hushen. 
Several advocates of amnesty felt 
Ford’s postponing his decision after 
the Nixon pardon might lead to a 
broader, less conditional program for 
the Vietnam group. 
But, Hushen emphasized that Ford 
has not changed his view that, unlike 
the “full, free and absolute” pardon he 
gave Nixon, Vietnam offenders must 
be judged case-by-case, category-by- 
category. 
Public reaction, meanwhile, was 
mounting in the first 48 hours after 
Ford’s surprise pardon announcement 
on Sunday. 
Prosecution 
Aide Resigns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The third- 
ranking member of the Watergate 
prosecution force has resigned 
because of the pardon granted former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
“I would not have resigned today if 
my 
responsibility 
hadn’t 
been 
lightened,” 31-year-old Philip A. 
Lacovara said in an interview on 
Monday. “My responsibilities in the 
past included developing legal and 
policy arguments concerning the role 
of the President under the law and the 
role of the former President under the 
law. 
“Sunday’s action by President Ford 
disposes of the question.” 
Lacovara, counsel to Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski, said he did 
not wish to go beyond that for fear that 
it might interfere with a fair trial for 
the Watergate cover-up defendants. 
“I’m not saying I’m leaving because 
of a disagreement,” Lacovara said. 
“It’s because my own responsibilities 
take on a different complexion.” 
Lacovara had a part in all in­ 
vestigations conducted by Jaworski’s 
office and was in charge of appeals, 
arguing part of the government’s 
Watergate tape case before the 
Supreme Court. 
Unhappiness with President Ford’s 
announcement that he was absolving 
the former President of guilt for any 
federal crimes he may have com­ 
mitted while in office was voiced by 
the foreman of the grand jury that 
named Nixon an unindicted co­ 
conspirator in the cover-up case. 
Vladimir N. Pregelj said that “the 
due process of law should have taken 
its course,” and added “if the grand 
jury has any options of its own, we may 
have to discuss them and see what 
could be done.” 


The President got a chorus of boos, 
amid applause, from a crowd of about 
500 outside a Pittsburgh hotel where he 
made a speech Monday morning. 
There were chants of “no more cover 
up,” and “prosecute Nixon,” and 
demonstrators protesting the Nixon 
pardon held signs with such comments 
as: “The honeymoon is over,” 
“Justice Died,” and “Why not pardon 
all?” 
The White House switchboard 
continued to be jammed with calls 
throughout Monday. The first 300 calls 
Sunday night ran 2 to I against Ford’s 
decision, a White House spokesman 
reported. 
By Monday night, however, the 
telephone sentiment had switched to 
50-50, spokesman said. 
But, there was overwhelming 
criticism in telegrams and mailgrams 
that Western Union estimated would 
total some 75,000 messages by Monday 
night. They were running 7 to I against 
Ford’s pardon. 
In Nixon’s home state, the House of 
Delegates of the California Bar voted 
347 to 169 in favor of a resolution which 
said Ford’s action “violates the 
principle that all persons stand equal 
before the law and presents a sub­ 
stantial threat that the confidence of 
our citizens in the American system of 
justice will be undermined.” 
Watergate Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski said of pardon: “This is a 
matter that was decided upon by the 
President on his authority under the 
Constitution. It was something I didn’t 
participate in.” 
But, one of his chief aides, Philip A. 
Lacovara, submitted his resignation 
because he said Ford’s pardon of 
Nixon “disposes of the question” of the 
former President’s legal status. 
Lacovara’s 
was 
the 
second 
resignation stemming from the par­ 
don. 
Ford’s press secretary, Jerald F. 
terHorst, who quit on Sunday as a 
matter of conscience and credibility, 
went back to work on Monday for the 
Detroit News, where he will now be a 
national columnist. 


Carmen's Destruction 
Raises Price Of Sugar 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sugar cane 
losses inflicted by Hurricane Carmen 
may further increase record-high 
consumer sugar prices, government 
experts say. 
The Department of Agriculture has 
launched a special survey of crop 
damage in louisiana, which bore the 
brunt of the storm. Initial loss 
estimates ranged up to 75 per cent of 
the crop. 
Don Paarlberg, the department’s 


director of economics, said the storm 
losses could produce a substantial 
further impact on sugar prices, 
depending on the extent of the damage. 
Sugar prices already have soared this 
year because production has not kept 
pace with world demand. 


A five-pound bag of sugar that cost 
American shoppers 85 cents last 
January costs around $2 today. 
Although the louisiana and Florida 
cane-growing area had been expected 


to produce less than 1.8 million tons of 
the 12.5 million tons of raw sugar 
needed by U.S. refineries this year, an 
expected decline in sugar production 
from beet sources magnifies the im­ 
portance of the cane-growing region 
hit by the hurricane. 
Last 
month 
the 
department 
estimated sugar cane production for 
the year would increase four per cent 
while, at the 
same 
time, 
beet 
production was expected to drop eight 
per cent. 


Thus, the louisiana losses would 
reduce the expected rise in cane 
production, causing prices to rise 
further and providing the opponents of 
sugar import quotas with further ar­ 
guments to suspend the restrictions. 


The possibility of quota suspension 
was raised several weeks ago by 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
and the louisiana storm may speed a 
decision on whether to open the U.S. 
door to more foreign sugar. 
New York Race Highlights Primaries 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A close 
contest 
over 
the 
Democratic 
nomination for governor in New York 
attracted the greatest national at­ 
tention among primary elections in 13 
states and District of Columbia today. 
Candidates sought their party’s 
designation to run for eight U.S. Senate 
seats and nine other governorships. 
But with most big name candidates ei­ 
ther unopposed for renomination or 
facing token opposition, there was 
little excitement over the largest 
schedule of elections in any one day so 
far during this mid-term election year. 
Residents of the nation’s capital 
were nominating a mayor for the first 
time in more than a century with 
Democratic nomination considered as 
good as election. 
Elections also were being held in 
Arizona, 
Connecticut, 
Colorado, 
Florida, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Utah, Vermont and Wisconsin. 
In New York, U.S. Rep. Hugh L. 
Carey, from Brooklyn, and Howard J. 
Samuels, the man who set up New 
York City’s legalized operation for 
betting on horse races away from the 
track, 
sought 
the 
Democratic 
nomination for governor. The winner 
of this close race is regarded as having 
the best chance of winning the gover­ 
norship of any Democrat in the 16 
years since Nelson A. Rockefeller first 
won the office. 
The Republican opponent in the Nov. 
5 general election is likely to be in­ 
cumbent Malcolm Wilson, who is 


expected to win the GOP nomination 
for his first campaign for the office. He

when 
Rockefeller 
resigned last December. 
All five incumbent senators seeking 
new terms are favored to win. They 
are Democrats Gaylord Nelson of 
Wisconsin and Republicans Peter H.

Javits of New York and Barry M. 
Gold water of Arizona. 
Senate primaries also pick nominees 
for the seats of retiring Sens.

Nixon M ay Still 
Face Prosecution 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The leading 
Supreme Court case on presidential 
pardons suggests that Richard M. 
Nixon, 
although 
pardoned 
by 
President Ford, could still be tried and 
even convicted in the Watergate case 
but could never be punished. 
Both the Constitution and the court 
decisions on the subject acknowledge a 
President’s broad powers of pardon in 
all cases except impeachment but 
treat the punishment and not the trial 
and conviction. 
An 1867 Supreme Court decision, 
written by Justice Stephen J. Field, is 
the guiding law on the scope and effect 
of a 
presidential 
pardon 
and 
recognizes a President’s right to grant 
one either before or after conviction. 
The case was titled Ex Parte Garland. 
In discussing a pardon before con­ 
viction and the situation which would 
arise after conviction, Field clearly 
raised the possibility of trying 
someone who could not be punished. 
Field wrote, “If granted before 
conviction, it prevents any of the 
penalties and disabilities consequent 
upon conviction from attaching 
(thereto).” 
The decision spoke only of the 
penalties and not the trial, and nothing 


in this or other court rulings appears to 
bar the judicial process leading up to 
the point of punishment. 
There are no known cases, however, 
of a person having been pardoned and 
then tried anyway. Prosecution 
traditionally has been dismissed at 
that point as moot. 
Also, the principle that a pardon 
spares only the punishment and not the 
side effects of the judicial process is 
found in a 1914 Supreme Court decision 
upholding the conviction of a New 
York man as a second offender. 
Although a presidential pardon had 
prevented any punishment for the first 
offense, the court said the conviction 
and its legal implications were not 
wiped out by the pardon. 
A penalty-free trial would appear to 
be one of the last avenues for publicly 
resolving the question of whether 
Nixon had committed any illegal 
actions. 
Impeachment also remains a 
legitimate route to that end even now, 
but past Congresses had been averse to 
using it once the official involved has 
left office. And House Judiciary 
Committee Chairman Peter W. Rodino 
Jr., D-N.J., has said he will not reopen 
the Nixon impeachment case. 
Utilities Face Crunch 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Consumers of electricity— hopeful 
that the energy crisis has subsided and 
they can return to preshortage con­ 
sumption—must now battle inflation. 
Money-pinched Ohio utilities are 
delaying construction of generating 
units which would have produced 
additional kilowatts. 
Because of high construction costs, 
inflation, sluggish sales and delays in 
obtaining rate increases from the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio, 
five major state power companies are 
stalling plans to build new facilities up 
to two years. 
And the delay could create energy 
supply problems later, officials fear. 
The treasurer of Columbus & 
Southern Ohio Electric Co. said based 
on current projections and estimates, 
the firm is hopeful it can meet future 
energy demands. But he added, “You 
can’t store electricity, so you have to 
be able to meet the demand when the 
customer flips the switch.” 
John Emery said if electric energy 


consumption goes up, utilities could 
have 
problems 
meeting 
future 
demands because of current building 
cutbacks. 
C&SOE received a 19 per cent rate 
increase from PUCO a week ago, and 
the next day announced cutbacks of 
$224 million in building funds from a 
$755 million expansion program 
projected through 1978. Tile firm 
serves 26 central and southern Ohio 
counties. 
Five utilities in the Central Area 
Power Coordination Group serving 
northern and central Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania, say they intend to slash 
about $700 million from the group’s 
joint construction plans for 1975-1979.

Government must perform, not 
promise, if inroads are to be made on 
crime’s advance, a growth so great the 
nation may be near losing all safety, 
Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe said to­ 
day. 


Saxbe also said the nation “must 
reject any hint or suggestion of 
repressive measures.” It must “reject 
any effort to centralize in Washington 
the quest to control crime.” 
And more convicts must be kept in 
prison full term in the absence of a 
careful judgment it would be safe to 
release them, he added. 
Saxbe’s comments came in remarks 
prepared for a morning address to the 
Ohio Realtors’ Association. 


Crime’s rise is of such proportion 
that “the number of victims grows to 
levels that most would have thought 
impossible a decade or two ago” and 
the chances of becoming a victim grow 
with it, Saxbe said. 
Besides last year’s six per cent in­ 
crease in crime, which followed a year 
in which crime fell by four per cent, 
“crime rose 16 per cent during the last 
quarter of 1973 and 15 per cent during 
the first quarter of 1974,” Saxbe said. 
If present trends continue, America 
faces what Saxbe described as the 
shudder-evoking prospect of having no 
longer “any place to hide, no safe 
zones-not for anybody. 
“In fact, we may be near that point 
already,” Saxbe added. 


“Government at all levels simply 
must do more, must become more 
effective,” he said. “And the federal 
government itself has hardly turned in 
an award-winning performance in its 
efforts to help states and localities 
combat crime. 


“The odds against the criminal have 
to be increased,” he said. “Where 
prevention fails, the offender must 
know that he faces the certain prospect 
of swift apprehension and prompt 
justice. 
“Too many persons today are 
released who should be kept in 
custody,” Saxbe said. “Too many 
persons are released when reasonable 
men would judge them to be dangerous 
to society.”

On the state level, the local mem­ 
bership called for: a review of the 
present farm license tag law; the 
adoption of a law requiring training 
Nixon Will 
Quit Bar 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Richard M. Nixon’s lawyer says the 
former president is ready to write an 
end to 35 years as an attorney. 
Nixon’s lawyer, Dean Butler of Los 
Angeles, told newsmen on Monday that 
Nixon would resign soon from the 
California bar. which is gathering evi­ 
dence on Nixon’s role rn Watergate for 
possible disciplinary action. 
Nixon is also a member of the New 
York bar, and Butler said Nixon also 
plans to resign from that organization. 
Nixon’s decision probably means the 
California bar will not pursue its in­ 
vestigation of the former president 
Bar President Seth Hufstedler said the 
bar seldom recommends that the state 
Supreme Court reject a resignation. 
Butler’s announcement came two 
hours before the California bar’s 
House of Delegates overwhelmingly 
condemned President Ford’s pardon of 
Nixon for crimes he may have com­ 
mitted in the White House. 
Butler denied that Nixon’s pending 
action is designed to avoid disbarment 
or suspension from the practice of law 
in California. 
“It is a decision he made some time 
ago — that he would not engage in the 
practice of law,” Butler told newsmen.

Hufstedler said Nixon was preparing a 
resignation from the California bar 
and “it would be submitted promptly.” 
Delegates to the California bar's 
annual convention approved, 347 to 
169, a resolution condemning the 
pardon announced by Ford on Sunday. 
It said in part, “This action violates 
the principle that all persons stand 
equal before the law and presents a 
substantial threat that the confidence 
of our citizens in the American system 
of justice will be undermined.”

BOSTON (AP) - Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy says he hopes the emotion 
shown by antibusing demonstrators, 
which left him splattered by a thrown 
tomato, will dissipate before Boston 
schools open Thursday. 
But the Massachusetts Democrat 
expressed doubt it would — “There are 
still voices in the community stirring 
up hatred among the races.” 
Kennedy made the comments on 
Monday after he was booed and made 
the target of two ripe tomatoes as he 
tried to address a crowd of some 8,000 
to 10,000 demonstrators in front of the 
John F. Kennedy Federal Building. 
One of the tomatoes landed near 
Kennedy and part of the fruit splat­ 
tered on him.

WOOSTER, Ohio (AP) - H. M. 
Keener hopes to turn a computer into a 
crystal 
ball—giving Ohio farmers 
instant glimpses into the future of their 
cattle. 


How much will my steer gain in 
weight if I give him this food’’ 
How much milk will my cows give on 
that food? 


What effect will come from housing 
my animals another way? 
These are the kind of questions 
Keener, an agricultural engineer at 
Wooster’s Ohio Agricultural Research 
and Development Center, wants his 
computer to be smart enough to an­ 
swer. 
It may be five years before Ohio 
farmers get widespread, effective use 
of such a computer, but Keener 
already has done some testing. 
Keener began researching his idea 
about three years ago and developed 
the computer program out of a 
dissertation for a doctorate in 
agricultural engineering at Ohio State 
University. 
Growth predictions ran within about 
5 per cent of the actual growth 
achieved by test cows in 150 to 200 
days. 
Milk production results, he said, 
were reasonable, but he was unable to 
confirm them.

“ The problem with this kind of 
research is you’re always up against 
the wall in terms of having enough 
information,” Keener said. “ In many 
cases I didn’t collect enough data for 
valid simulation work. 
“ The eventual goal is to make the 
program general enough to apply it to 
different animals, just plugging in 
different data. Collection of sufficient 
data and validation are the major 
holdups. 
“ The program is an ongoing kind of 
thing. I will continue to collect data, 
attempt to validate it and update the 
computer model.” 
Keener said the program is designed 
to monitor changes in animals as they 
grow while current programs con­ 
centrate primarily on yield of milk and 


meat. His program also incorporates 
both milk and meat production based 
on a given set of circumstances while 
most plans now in use stick to one or 
another. 
Once the computer program gets to 
the exact level Keener seeks, he said, 
costs to the farmer would amount to no 
more than computer time. 
“ A fanner might want to test 
several plans for readying cattle for 
market and the cost would be about $15 
a run," he said. 
Keener hopes the computer can 
pinpoint areas where additional 
research is needed as well as in­ 
dicating which programs warrant 
further testing. 
We still have quite a ways to go,” 
Keener said.

Alaska

capital to go along with the oil 
pipeline, though the capital 
will 
probably 
take 
longer. 
Voters in a referendum have 
decided to abandon Juneau as 
the capital city. 


No site for the new capital 
has been decided upon, but 
Anchorage is generally con­ 
ceded 
to 
be 
the 
probable 
choice. Anchorage is Alaska’s 
largest city and is more 


centrally located than Juneau. 


Geographic 
considerations 
are what are doing Juneau in 
as the 49th state’s capital. It is 
located in the extreme south 
and is hemmed in by moun­ 
tains. There is no highway

and 
access 
is 
limited to boat and plane. 


Relocating the capital will 
be costly, but Alaska is rich 
from oil leases. Moving the 
capital north is expected to be 


a blow to the economy of the 
southern tip of Alaska and

town. 
Now that Alaska has taken 
the lead, will there be efforts 
in

It's A Crime 


NEW YO RK - F B I 
Director 
Clarence Kelley’s 282-page report on 
crime in the U.S. for 1973 is so pain­ 
stakingly neat that a reader has to 
shake himself now and then to realize 
that what the man is saying is that his 
agents, and the forces of law and order 
in general, are abysmally losing the 
second Civil War. 
Its text and charts would be more 
appropriate for a Department of 
Agriculture tract on the Des Moines 
hog market, or an HEW study on the 
pollen count. The shocking thing about 
the FB I report is that there is not one 
scream of outrage in it, no damnation 
of indifferent or corrupt judges, no 
reference to the blunt fact that the 
proudest nation in the world is going to 
hell in a bucket of blood. 
“ The law enforcement effort is 
limited to factors within its control,” 
one asinine non-sequitur reads. But the 
charts! They are beautiful! 
For example, a page devoted to 
“ Crime Clocks.” It shows nine clocks 
whose single hands are at different 
points on the face. They are so 
meticulously drawn that one tends to 
overlook the captions which read: 
Serious Crimes, 16 each minute. 
Violent Crimes ( murder, forcible rape, 
robbery or assault to kill), one every 36 
seconds. Murder, one every 27 
minutes. Forcible rape, one every 10 
minutes. 
Aggravated assault, one 
every 76 seconds. Robbery, one every 
82 seconds. Burglary, one every 12 
seconds. 
I^ arceny-theft, one every 
seven seconds, Auto theft, one every 34 
seconds. 
There are lots and lots of agate type 
breakdowns of these basic “ Crime 
Clocks” figures, most of them 
featuring blizzards of decimal points 
that must have leaked out of the ex­ 
pensive computers. But decimal 
shesimal, did you know there were 626 
crimes “ known to the police” com­ 
mitted in Berks County, Pennsylvania, 
last year as opposed to 4,361 in 
Clackamas County, Oregon? 
Some other indications that as the 
economy goes down, down, down the 
crime rates keep going up, up, up: 
There were 8,638,400 crimes in 
America last year, 869,500 of them 
violent, 4,116 offenses for each 100,000 
inhabitants. Female crime was up four 
per cent. A billion dollars worth of cars 
were stolen. Despite on-foot cops and 
prowl cars, street robbery was up 35 
percent since 1968; residence robbery 
up 64 per cent over the same period; 
chain store robbery up 167 per cent; 
daytime burglaries of residence up 56 
per cent. Property valued at more than 
$2,500,000,000 was stolen in the course 
of 
382,680 
robberies, 
2,540,900 
burglaries, 4,304,000 larcenies and 
923,600 auto thefts. 
“ Those dollar losses were reduced 
by

due 
to 
police 
recoveries,” the FBI book says with a 
note of pride.

B u s in e s s W o r l d 


NEW YORK (A P) - By inviting 21 
of their brethren to a White House 
conference last week, the Ford ad­ 
ministration has helped greatly to 
thrust economists into the role of high 
priests. 
That ascension has been going on for 
two decades, and probably more, but it 
is still recent enough for many people 
to remember when economists were 
neither seen nor heard, buried as they 
were in books and statistics. 
Their coming out was neither 
inevitable nor foreseeable. Events, it 
seems, drew them into the arenas of 
public controversy, and a gradually 
acquired taste for politics and 
government now keeps many of them 
there. 
Prof. Walter Heller did much to 
publicize the influence of economists. 
When he joined the John F. Kennedy 
administration as chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, he 
faced an economy marked by poor 
performance and great potential. 
The resulting tax cut proposed by 
Heller received much credit for the 
subsequent boom of the 1960s, a boom 
that was silenced only by an attempt to 
fight a war without raising taxes. The 
economists shouted it wouldn’t work, 
and it didn’t. 
Ever since the late 1960s the nation 
has been riddled with inflation, and 
economists have been 
on almost 
constant call. 
While they acquired a considerable

taste for politics during this time they 
didn’t receive the power. 
John Kenneth Galbraith, Harvard 
professor and writer, was sent abroad 
by President Kennedy even though his 
inclinations were to remain

George P. Shultz and Herbert Stein 
were the most prominent economic 
advisers in the latter years of the 
Nixon administration, but their 
decisions were often overridden, 
especially in regard to the Aug. 15, 
1971, price freeze.

economists now were making good 
spokesmen. 


Academic economists acquired 
enormous popular followings too. Paul 
Samuelson of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, wrote a text that has 
been used by so many students that his 
popularity is assured.

It seems as if so many young people I 
know complain that they have a 
“ slipped disc” in the back.

Dear Mrs. C.: 
It is true that “ slipped disc” is 
referred to rather casually by many 
people who fancy they have the con­ 
dition. 
Fortunately for those who think they 
have, this complex condition does not 
exist as frequently as they suppose. 
There are 33 bones, or vertebrae, 
that run from the top of the neck to the 
tail bone, or coccyx. Between each of 
the vertebra there is a solid, but 
elastic, tissue known as a “ disc.” 
These act as protective shock ab­ 
sorbers that cushion pressure or injury 
to the spine. 
The discs also protect bony edges 
from rubbing against each other 
during the many complex rotational 
movements of the body. 
Occasionally, as a result of injury, 
disease or a bony deformity, a disc 
may protrude (or “ slip” ) and cause 
severe pain. The pain may be at the 
site of the slipped disc or may radiate 
to a distant part of the body. 
When the condition is suspected by 
the physician, complex X-ray studies 
known as myelograms can pinpoint the 
exact area of the slipped disc. 
Because of compression of the 


nerves leading from the spine, 
neurological examination is always 
combined with orthopedic (bone) 
consultation. 


Not all of these herniated (ruptured) 
discs need surgery. Sometimes, with 
bed rest and traction, the intense pain 
can be minimized. There are also a 
number of new methods being tried for 
the non-surgical treatment of slipped 
discs. 
Low back pain can be caused by 
many disorders. Sacroiliac distur­ 
bances, sciatica and lumbago are a 
few. The “ old-fashioned lumbago” 
refers to a constant, dull pain which 
almost always is due to some muscular 
disturbance in the lower back.

The troops “ are pursuing the 
remainder of the bandits, and it is 
expected that they will be totally 
annihilated in a short time,” the 
minister said.

The shocking thing about 
the FBI report is that there is not one 
scream of outrage in it, no damnation 
of indifferent or corrupt judges, no 
reference to the blunt fact that the 
proudest nation in the world is going to 
hell in a bucket of blood. 
“The law enforcement effort is 
limited to factors within its control,” 
one asinine non-sequitur reads. But the 
charts! They are beautiful! 
For example, a page devoted to 
“Crime Clocks.” It shows nine clocks 
whose single hands are at different 
points on the face. They are so 
meticulously drawn that one tends to 
overlook the captions which read: 
Serious Crimes, 16 each minute. 
Violent Crimes (murder, forcible rape, 
robbery or assault to kill), one every 36 
seconds.

USD A Abandons 
Farming Indicator

WASHINGTON (A P) —- A popular 
economic indicator used for more than 
a quarter of a century to teU how ef­ 
ficient American farmers are has been 
quietly abandoned by the Agriculture 
Department. 
llie statistic involves the number of 
people one U.S. farmer can supply 
with food, fiber and other agricultural 
raw materials. For example, in 1972 — 
the final year calculated — one farm 
worker supplied enough for himself 
and 51.4 others.

Agricultural authorities for many 
years have cited the figures with pride 
to illustrate the increasing produc­ 
tivity 
of 
American 
farmers. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz has 
used the statistic, although decisions 
were made by subordinates to abandon 
the indicator. 
Department economists set up the 
statistical series in 1974 and used in­ 
formation to compare farm output 
back to the year 1820. At that time, the 
records show, one farmer produced 
enough for himself and 3.1 others. The 
figures did not change much through 
the 19th century. In 1890, for example a 
single farmer produced enough for 
himself and 4.8 other persons. 
In fact, according to the historical 
figures, the real take-off did not occur 
until after 1940 when the ratio was 9.7 
persons supplied by one farmer or 
farm worker. By 1950 it was 14.5 to 1 
and in 1960 rose to 24.8 persons per one 
on the land.

USDA Abandons 
Farming Indicator

WASHINGTON (A P) — A popular 
economic indicator used for more than 
a quarter of a century to tell how ef­ 
ficient American farmers are has been 
quietly abandoned by the Agriculture 
Department. 
The statistic involves the number of 
people one U.S. farmer can supply 
with food, fiber and other agricultural 
raw materials. For example, in 1972 — 
the final year calculated — one farm 
worker supplied enough for himself 
and S1.4 others.

The Associated Press attempted to 
contact all 50 chief state legal officers 
for their views on the pardon Ford is­ 
sued Sunday and what it means. Seven 
were unreachable. Of the 43 attorneys 
general who answered, 18 Democrats 
and five Republicans said they 
disapproved; six Republicans and one 
Democrat, approved; five declined to 
comment; and eight said they had 
mixed feelings. 
The legal experts who disapproved 
of the pardon gave several basic 
reasons: 
—It was ill-timed and Ford should 
have waited until Nixon was accused 
or convicted of something in the courts 
before he issued any pardon. 
—The action sets a double standard 
of justice — one for the former 
president and another for everyone 
else. 
—Pardoning Nixon raises questions 
about pending Watergate trials. 
Those who approved generally felt 
that Nixon had suffered enough in 
resigning the presidency and agreed 
with Ford that it would be months and 
possibly years before the former chief 
executive could get a fair court trial. 
The president and presidentelect of 
the National Association of Attorneys 
General both expressed disapproval of 
the pardon. 


Navy Offers 
Skill Bonus 


The U.S. Navy has implemented a 
cash bonus plan for new recruits who 
volunteer for, and can qualify in, 
certain undermanned ratings. 
The amount of the bonus varies from 
$1,000 to $2,000 depending on the rating 
and the Navy’s needs at the time a 
recruit enlists. 
- 
Although the Navy continues to 
recruit personnel into all of its 70 
ratings, only those recruits going into 
the specified “ Critical” ratings are 
eligible for the bonus. 
The plan went into effect on Sept. I, 
and the first list of eligible ratings 
includes eight communications and 
technical weaponry fields.
